a small has relief of two hor.ses carved 
on a piece of reindeer born. They are 
big headed brutes, with mule-like tails 
and poinLs 
which

make the 
judges at the Horse Show shuddar. 
Ai*t there is no doubt the artist w i i 
accurate enough in his representation, 
for to this day, on the plains of Tar- 
tary, is found a wild horse of just this 
kind, and belonging, as we know, to 
the ufnost type existing. 
From under the floi>r of a cavern 
in the chalk was this picture dug up, 
and near it were liuiiian bones, doubt­ 
less tlujsc of the artist and hi.s family. 
AIh>vu were 
the 
skeletons 
of huge 
cave 
bears, and among 
tbe.se 
more 
human bones. 
It is hard to fix the 
dale with preci.sion. but we cau come 
near it. 
Above 
fhe.se 
remains 
are 
traces of the last great ice ag e which 
ground all Eurojte for thousands of 
years.

The meat was bought here on Rus­ 
sian ortb‘rs, and is being shipped for 
the arm y ami naval forc(\s statione-i 
at Vladivostok . 
It is a general im­ 
pression that the Korea will be cafe 
tnred a.s soon as 
it enters Japaiu'se 
w'aters. 
The next stopping place of 
the ship is Yok ohama, .lapan. 
Already 2.000,000 pounds of mess 
i)eef havt' been furnished Russia by 
Kansas City pack er.s 
The first order 
of 250,000 pounds was filled by the 
Armour 1‘ack ing company the latter 
part of Deceniiicr. 
In January ilie 
Cudahy Pack ing company filled an or­

Is sai<! to havr* been “a man of om* 
book .” 
in 1830 In* em igrated wdth liis 
parents to Illinois, locating in'ar De 
calur. 
W hile there he si>ent his time 
in (lay labor and .^tudy and became 
k nown as “Illinois Rail Splitter.” How- 
<*ver, this is a misnomer, as he never 
ndulged to any great extent in this 
k ind of labor. 
He was always k nown for his hon- 
(*sty and integrity, 
never swerving 
from the truth in any m atter, 
and 
hence was k nown as “ Honest Abe.’* 
In 1832 he became a captain in the 
Black Haw'k war, and twaj years later, 
in 1834, he w'as elected to the Illinois 
legislature. 
In 1846 he was re-elected, 
w’itli the Rev. Petm* Cartw right, the 
eccentric Methodist preacher, as his 
opponent. 
On IRay 19 , 1860, he w'as nom inated 
for president of the United States, 
and on Novem ber 6, following, he w'as 
elc(*ted by a popular vote of i,857,601; 
and by an electoral vote of 180.

His first inaug­

pation proclamation was declared. His 
second inaugural took place March 4.

early in life declared that “The cardi­ 
nal doctrine of his political creed w'as 
the consent of the governed.”

He W'as a scriipiiloiisly honest 
man.
